ITALIAN POLITICS. 


Tlie Chamber of Deputiei and How Itl 


Members Are Elected. 


The Chamber consists of five hundred 


and eight Deputies, representing one 
hundred and thirty-five electoral dis- 
tricts. In order to be an elector an Ital- 
ian male citizen must be able to read and 
write, and must pay taxes to tho 
amount of at least nineteen lire and 
eighty centcsimi annually, equivalent 
to about §3.82. Of the whole number 
of electors in Italy about one-half 
ordinarily .stay away from the polls. 
A comparatively small proportion of 
these abstincnts are partisans of the 
temporal power of the Popes, and as 
such decline to recognize the legiti- 
macy of the Italian Government by 
taking part in a parliamentary election. 
Why thousands of loyal men decline to 
talce tha trouble to vote has never been 
satisfactorily explained. It is perhaps 
tluo to a cheerful optimism which as- 
sumes thai, the best candidate is sure to 
be elected without the aid of one indi- 
vidual voter. The result is that "the 
favorite" is not infrequently beaten 
simply because his friends have been 
too confident of his success to go tc 
the polls. 


The members of the Chamber receive 


no pay, and almost their only perqui- 
site is a free pass over the Italian raii- 
ways. In a country where railways 
are Government property a railway 
pass given to a legislator can not in 
any possible way be construed as an 
effort to corrupt him, and in point of 
fact tho more frequently a legislator 
travels over aGoverninentrailway, the 
more readily he perceives any defects 
that may exist in Hs manngement, and 
tho more anxious ho. is for their re- 
moval. 


A Deputy holds office for six years, 


unless tlio Chamber is dissolved in the 
meantime. 
In point of fact ho is 


almost curtain to lose his seat through 
a dissolution Ion"; before his six years 
have expired. 
There have been six 


Italian Parliaments since 1867. and the 
last general election took place in 1886. 
The average life of an Italian Parlia- 
ment has thus latterly been only about 
three yearn, though the probability is 
that hereafter general elections will be 
[ess frequent. 


When a Deputy has proved himsell 


an honest and capable man, he rarely 
fails of a re-cleetion whenever he de- 
sires it. As for the men who took part, 
on the field or in tho forum, in tho great 
work of the Italian risorgimento, they 
liave 
almost 
a, prescriptive 
right 


to 
sit 
in 
tlio 
Chamber. 
Thus 


Garibaldi 
was 
always elected to 


Parliament, 
.•iHlioii^h 
he 
was 


never present oxccpt, at one session, 
and although during his later years it 
was manifo-illy impossible that he 
should attend to any legislative duties. 
What will seem odd in comparison 
with our American political methods 
was the refusal of Garibaldi's political 
opponents to nominate any candidate 
against him, for the reason that it was 
thought "indelicate" to oppose a man 
who had fought so magnificently for 
his country.

Major 
Powell's Plan lor Preserving 


What Remains of Historic or 


Scientific Value. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 12.—Major Powell, 


director of the United States geological 
survey, is taking au enthusiastic interest 
in tbe proposed expansion ol! the National 
museum in tliis city, BO as to make therein 
a vast collection of American ant'quities, 
records and relics of the ancient peoples 
of the Western world. To a reporter who 
called upon him, Major Powell said that 
it will be a surprise to moat people to 
know that England, France and Germany 
kre paying large attention to American 
antiquities, 
and 
making 
far 
more 


extensive 
collections 
tban 
any 
of 


tbe 
American 
nations, 
tbe 
United 


(States 
only 
excepted, 
and 
tbey 
•re vieing with tbe United States in this 
matter by sending expeditions to Ameri- 
can coasts and to tbe interior of tbe country 
for this purpose. The great museums of 
London, Paris and Barlin already contain 
large and valuable collections of our an- 
tiquities, and the materials of early 
American history are rapidly being car- 
ried away to other lands. AU of this mat- 
ter has great scientific, historic! and popu- 
lar Interest, an interest rapidly growing 
from year to year in America aud Europ 
alike. Tbe bureau of ethnology, under 
the 
supervision 
of 
Major 
Powell, 


Is making an organized and systematic 
effort to collect and preserve tbuse mate- 
rials, and Harvard University is system- 
atically collucting therelicsof tbe mound' 
builders. 
Tlie collections of European 


nations are made irregularly and so care- 
lessly that mucu of their scientific and 
historic value is lost, though popular in- 
terest remains iu them as curiosities. 
American nations, other than the United 
States, are doing very little to preserve] 
such records, but are permitting them tc 
be rapidly destroyed and lost. 


"As to tbe fate of tbesa relics of former 


peoples, if prompt steps are not taken for 
their preservation," Major Powell said, 
"they will soon be lost or destroyed." 
In his earlier visits to Utah Territory he 
found the ruius of many ancient pueblos, 
built of stone, and one, two or three 
stories high. The sites of these pueblos 
were along the streams which were used 
by these ancient 'people to irrigate the 
lands of that arid country. Since hit 
earlier visits these ruins have all been 
destroyed. The meterials of which they 
were erected have been used to builc 
houses, stables, and fences for the present 
inhabitants. 
Many of the ruins had 


been destroyed anterior to his tirst visit 
to the country. 
Salt Lake City is the sit/ 


of an old pueblo, and nearly every towr 
in Utah is tbe site or in the^neighborhood 
of an ancient pueblo, the vestiges ot 
which are now almost wholly obliterated. 
A similar destruction of these relics it 
going on throughout the whole Southwest 
ern portion of the United States. Fartbei 
east, too, they are being lost or destroyed 
in the same 
manner. 
For 
example, 


when 
America 
was 
first 
discovered 


there was in tbe region of country now 
embraced in 
the 
State oj Missouri, 


a 
people 
who 
built 
their 
houses 


on mounds.. 
These houses were con- 


utructed of timbers planted in the ground 
and standing erect, into which there wen 
woven small poles and withes, and the 
whole covered with plaster. The people 
in themselves were very skilful in tht 
making or use of pottery, and in many 
other arts and industries. 
Scarcely B 


vestige of this art remains. 
It Is re- 


corded In the travels of early explorers, 
and only a few fragments now remain on 
the ground. Similar illustrations might 
be brought up from every part of the 
United States. As time goes on, all the;* 
relics of the early culture of this country, 
of the ancient peoples \vho dwelt here 
prior to the advent of the white man, be- 
come more and more valuable, ami rapidly 
the relics of their history are being lost.'1 


Major Powell was asked as to how hi 


proposed to awaken interest m this sub- 
ject, and to check the destruction and ob 
[iteration of these foot-prints of peop!< 
who have passed away. He said tuar, as 
it was proposed to organize an expositioi 
in honor of the anniveisary of the discov 
ery of America by Columbus, he believed 
that the occasion could be utilized for thif 
purpose, or that a grand collection of th« 
antiquities of America would be the 
most appropriate thing for such an occa 
sion; and aa it was believed that all the 
nations of America would take an net v. 
and deep interest in a grand Internationa, 
exhibition, tbey would doubtless be pleased 
to take each its share in the collection 
and preservation of these relics, and In 
this manner we might obtain for the great 
National museum at Washington a fln6 
collection of tbe antiquities of America 
which would be of priceless value.

CIMARRON TERRITORY. 


How th* Inhabitant! or No-Man's-Land 


Uovern Tlieimelvea. 


The "Territory of Cimiirroi!," 01 


"No-Man's-Land," is an anomaly in 
the heart of the country. 
It is with- 


out government or ownership. 
It lies 


between Indian Territory and Now 
Mexico and Kansas and Texas. No- 
Man's-Land is, perhaps, on the whole, 
the mo»t appropriate name for it. 
It- 


is no man's land, and no man, or no 
set of men, assume to direct or regu- 
late its affairs with lawful authority. 
In the last Congress a bill passed both 
houses to annex the strip of territory 
to Kansas for judicial purposes, and to 
provide that the land should be opnn 
to settlement under the Homestead law, 
but that no apttler should rficcive n 
patent for his holding until after five 
years' continuous residence thereon. 
After the bill had passed the Speaker 
learned incidentally that thore was a 
job in it and that some Kansas lnnd- 
sharks were preparing for a Iiolida3r, 
and he induced the President to with- 
hold his signature. So No-Man 's-Land 
is still no man's land, and it is not 
recognized as a part and parcul of 
Uncle Sam's estate. There are about 
7,000 people settled in the little terri- 
tory, and they have formed a kind of 
communal government for their own 
protection. 
No-Man's-Land is 
107 


miles long by 34J wide and comprises 
8,687,860 acres. 
It is Jo.rtile, well 


watered, has valuable deposits of coal 
and a delightful climate. 
The inhab- 


itants are mostly squatters from 
Kan- 


sas, Missouri and Texas. 
They are 


characteristic pioneers, and in the ab- 
sence of laws have adopted rulesfor their 
own government. Not long ago a tough 
customer moved in from Colorado and 
refused to conform to the rules of the 
community. He was ordered to depart 
and refused, 
A committee waited on 


him to enforce his departure. He killed 
two of them. 
He was arrested, tried 


and sentenced^ to death. 
A public 


meeting was held nnd throe men were 
selected to carry out the death penalty. 
They did so. Since then there has been 
peace. 
The communal organization 


has been in existence for four years. 
During that time thero has been only 
four murders. There is a kind of com- 
mittee of public safety that attends to 
the preservation of peace and order. 
There are churches and school-houses, 
court houses and villages erected and 
maintained by the voluntary contribu- 
tions of the inhabitants. 
The people 


are now asking Congress to give them 
a Territorial form of government 
It 


is not improbable that the Territory of 
Cimarron will be created by the pres- 
ent Congress, and that Sfo Man's Land 
will become some man's land at last. 
The bona fide residents of the region 
could get along comfortable under their 
own rules, but they need a recognized 
form of government to protect them 
from traveling scalawags and neigh- 
boring desperadoes. — St. Louis lieput" 
lioan.
